Wisdom Teeth Useless 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D 
THE SMALLEST sres of the 
human frame which has created 
for itself a medical specialty is 
the third molar tooth—or wisdom 
tooth. Comparatively the special­ 
ties of the eye or the ear and 
throat cover large areas, because

both eye and ear specialists have 
to knowr a great deal about the 
brain, and besides the functions 
with which they deal, seeing and 
hearing are most intimately asso­ 
ciated with human personality 
and happiness. But the wisdom 
teeth in spite of the name given 
them have nothing to do with wis­ 
dom or personality or brain func­ 
tion. They rat* a specialty simply 
and alone on account of their all­ 
ured inherent cussedness. 
Wisdom teeth ar* really ves­ 
tigial structures, but they don’t 
know it. We don’t need them, but 
they insist on climbing aboard and 
only too often, like extra passen­ 
gers generally, they make trouble. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, I think it 
was, said that we are each like an 
omnibus in which all of our an­ 
cestors are riding and every once 
in a while one of them sticks his 
head out of a window and embar­ 
rasses us. So with then* vestigial 
structures—the appendix and pos­ 
sibly th* tonsils are other exam­ 
ples, of value only to undertakers 
and surgeons. They ar# as out of 
date as dodo birds and fascists. 
A hundred thousand years from 
now wisdom teeth may be really 
vestige!, like human tails. As a 
m atter of common sense I am sorry 
that evolution took the turn it did 
and made tells completely vesti­ 
gial structures. I was wrapping 
and tying a package the other day 
and a tail would have been very 
useful—to hold down th# knota. 
Semi-vestigial Third Molars 
The third molars, upper and 
lower, are semi-vestigial because 
the jaw of modern man is not big 
enough for them. Our ancestors, 
the cave man or pithecanthopus, 
made good us* of them. He had a 


large prognathic jaw and he prob­ 
ably cracked open bones w ith his 
teeth to get the marrow — so he 
needed big heavy ones. But in this 
day and age of th* receding chin 
they are pure trouble. 
They insist on coming in to the 
picture after all the other teeth 
are in place and a fellow it all 
comfortably set for life. At the 
age of w us lorn, as some cynic sup­ 
posed wit n he nicknamed them. 
They don’t even begin to calcify 
in the jaw until the age of eight to 
ten years, while the first perma­ 
nent molars are calcified at birth. 
And they don't try to push up into 
place until somewhere between th# 
seventeenth and thirtieth year. 
Often Imparted 
Beside- this they often get laid 
down sideways and when they 
start to grow they push against 
the roots of the other teeth and 
get impacted. They may grow out 
J in any direction. One specimen 
J shown in the rooms of the London 
dental society blithely came out 
] on the outside just beneath the 
angle of the jaw. 
In performing these gyration* 
they make all sorts of trouble. 
People at the age of “wisdom’’ who 
have neuralgia in either upper or 
lower jaws should think of an un­ 
erupted tturd molar as the cause. 
They may do even worse things. 
Upson records patients who had 
insomnia, melancholy and serious 
nervous disorders. Lyons reported 
four patients with epilepsy whose 
seizures entirely cleared up after 
removal of impacted, unerupted 
third molar?.

The 
present plan is for a sort of tri-partite government with each of th# 
three big powers sharing responsibility equally.” 
‘The chance for success of such an arrangem ent?” 
“If wa want success for ourselves or our Allies to come out of 
Germany after this war we must stick to our task there. Th# Ver­ 
sailles Treaty which has been criticized would have been a not too 
bad working agreement if we had held to its tenets. Now as before 
the security of our future relationship with a defeated enemy depends 
largely on tenacity. 
“Our success in dealing with Germany will be principally a matter 
of education. We will have to educate the Germans 
out of their faith In Nazi doctrines. This is going to 
be a challenging task. 
“So deeply have the Germans, especially the Ger­ 
man youth, been indoctrinated with Hitler’s theories 
that they feel defeated. Th* German prisoners of 
war to whom I hive talked feel this in spite of defeat. Our only hop# 
of lasting improvement in relations with Germany is to show the 
people that their way is wrong.” 
Murphy does not agree with those who believe that Germany must 
be “completely extinguished.” “You can’t extinguish 70 million peo­ 
ple,” he said. He thought it unlikely that the Nazi movement itself 
could be completely extinguished for many years. It wfould be likely
